Weather Expert Explains How Mois¬ 
ture Affects the Temperature, 

While it bus been the aim of the of¬ 
ficials of tile wealiicr bureau to get 
the best po.ssible iiistruiiieiits for reg¬ 
istering the temperature and making 
the predictions of •■weather present 
and to come,” it is said no thermom¬ 
eter is perfect, uml that no two ther¬ 
mometers register exactly iilike. 

This is the reason given by weather 
bureau oiticiais for the difference in 
temperature noted at the weather bu¬ 
reau and that registered by thermome- 
ti'i's In the possession of private citi¬ 
zens. 

According to I’rofessor Garriotf, 
neither the weatlior bureau nor its of¬ 
ficial therinonictor is, as many sup¬ 
pose, any material height above the 
city. The thermometer, according to 
I’rofessor Garriott, is probably forty 
feet higher than those on the city 
strets, but this, it is said, is not great i 
enough to affect the mercury to any J 
noticeable degree. d

SAFETY IN MOTOR’S NOISE. 

if Perfectly Silent Automobiles Would 

Give People No Warning, 

The opinion is commonly expressed 
that a decided improvement In motor 
vehicles would be gained if the noise 
of the motor could be reduce<l or sup¬ 
pressed altogetlier. The enormous num¬ 
ber of small explosions which take 
place in the engine of the motor car or 
bicycle create a noise which is un¬ 
doubtedly at all times offensive to the 
ear, but which is far worse when the 
chauffeur or rider is not a master of 
his engine, for then the explosions are 
often Irregular. Rhythm makes even 
the noise of a motor less disagreeable 
to the ear than an ill-timed succ’esslon 
of reports. 

It Is debatable, however, whether, 
after all, it would be desirable to re¬ 
duce the present loudly palpitating ma¬ 
chine to an absolutely noiseless vehi¬ 
cle. The noise of the engine in the 
present motor gives ample warning of 
its approach on the road, a wai-nlng 
which, considering the comparatively 
liigh speed oftentimes attained by the 
car, might be sounded by the horn too 
late. It is common on tlie highways to 
find coachmen who are driving restive 
horses on the alert long before the car 
comes up to them, warned by the dis¬ 
tant sound of tlie regular beating of 
the engines. 

A motor car proceeding, say, at 1 
twenty miles an hour iu perfect si- j 
lence would almost be certain to be a i 
.source of terror and disastei’. Even iu i 
the case of the ordinary bicycle tliere J 
is danger in its silence of action and 
when the noiseless rubber tires first' 
came upon the scene a continuously' 
jingling bell acc’ompanied them. In i 
the same ivay otlier rubber-tlreil vehi¬ 
cles carry a similar signal, althongli the 
clatter of the horses’ hoofs npuii the' 
road conveys some sort of warning. 
It is doubtful whether a bell continu-' 
onsly ringing on a motor ear or bicycle 
can ever be as effective or tl'inely a 
warning as the penetrating bent of the! 
motor engine. i 

The shrieking whistle of an express; 
train Is often too late to enable dan- | 
ger to be avoided and It is appalling to j 
Uilnk what would happen If an ex- j 
press were designed which could trav- i 
el at the rate of sixty miles an hour 
wilJiout the slightest warning noise be¬ 
ing given by its wheels rotating or by 
its intermittent escape of steam. The 
same holds good for motor vehicles. ; 
and though ae it Is they add to the 
dangers of locomotion on roads these 
dangers would be considerably accentu¬ 
ated if it were not for the perpetual 
and penetmting beat of tlie eugiae.

HERE comes a time when every growing boy 
must face the question: What shall I do for 
.a life work? It is an important question, one 
that must be faced squarely and answered 
wisely. And yet there are many who shirk 
and turn away, trjdng to avoid a direct an¬ 
swer. leaving the solution to what they hope 
will be a happy chance. Then there are sons who 
leave the solution entirely to their parents; and there 
are parents who leave It all to the sons. Bach should 
consider the matter with diligence and frankness and come 
to a determination agreeable to both. 

In considering the problem it will be well to remem¬ 
ber several things. In the first place, all real success must 
be founded in the economic principle of becoming a pro¬ 
ducing member of Wie great industrial scheme. There is 
no room in the world for a drone. Everybody must pro¬ 
duce something. The man who produces what is most 
needed and most wanted receives the largest rewards. 

.\s a general rule it is wise to try to produce some¬ 
thing of which the .supply is scant. In any case, it Is pru¬ 
dent to avoid those occupations in which there is already 
a surplus of the product. F'or instance, the world Is not 
crying for lawyers, doctors, preachers or accountants. Tlie 
so-called professions are overcrowded. There is a large 
suriilus stock of legal advice on the market; also medical 
advice, and of bookkeeping. Consequently the rewards are 
diminishing. The kind of man that is most plentiful in 
the market is the one who knows no business in particular 
and wants something in which he can wear good clothes 
while at work. The man most in demand and least plenti¬ 
ful Is the one who has had actual experience with some 
occupation which soils tlie hands and the clothes, and who, 
at the same time, has the capacity for planning and di¬ 
recting. 

A railroad manager wlio has tamped the ties and built 
a ti’estle; .a book publisher wlio has set type; a lumber 
dealer who has served a.s a lumber jack; a contractor who 
has “measured In” and “checked out”—in a word, the 
mail most in demand and hardest to find Is the one who 
has learned some line of liuslness from tlie basement to 
the “front ofliee.” The men who want to learn a business 
from I he top down are plentiful. This Is a great industrial 
era. Tiiere are opiiortunltlcs for ail. Every ten or twenty 
years the great Industrial army must be recruited anew. 
The time has passed when it was not “respectable” to be 
anything but a “professional man.” Science and learning 
have become the handmaideiia of the industrial arts. To¬ 
day anything is lionorahle tliat is done well. Produce 
soinetliiiig—give sometiiiiig to tlie world, and tlie world 
will pour its blessing into your lap.—Chicago Journal.

Tlie 
man who is studying to he a pliysician must take tlie course 
ill order to qualify hltnself for a diploma; tlie student at n 
law seliool is looking forward to admission to tlie bar and 
a license to practice; the electrlelaii or mechanician is aim¬ 
ing to equip himself just ns tlie young artisan is getting 
ready to ply his trade when lie goes to an Industrial seliool 
to learn tlie art of bricklaying, printing, carpentry or de¬ 




signing of cotton cloth. There Is, of course, in a physician's 
training some Incidental broadening of the mental out¬ 
look to be derived from his studies, and so It Is with the 
electrician and the lawyer, who must learn something of 
jurisprudence, constitutions, governmental institutions and 
history; but the higher education is essentially something 
which Is not positively needed as a means of earning a 
living; It is a course in general culture, a study o-f tlie 
humanities, a broad, liberal pursuit of ideals, of great ideas, 
great movements, and, in a word, such instruction a.s is 
given in a university and college in addition to the training 
for a vocation.—Philadelphia Ledger.

Altbougli tlie Iniproveiuents in plio- 
tograpliy are made so rapidly nowa¬ 
days tliat even tlie professional plio- 
logriiplier can hardly keep trai’k of 
tliein. there are many iiictnre-inaUers. 
says the Century Magazine, who be¬ 
lieve the world will turn liack to the 
dngnerrotype for its lieaiitifnl and 
most artistic portraits. 

It is more tlmii sixty years siiu-e the 
Scientific world was aroused by the 
aiiiiouncemeiit that Daguerre, a 
Frenchiiiaii, had dlscovertsl a method 
of fixing the image made by the cam¬ 
era ohsenra. It was a crude method 
then. The first picture, of a tree 
standing In the sun, requirtHl half an 
hour or more of expostire. That wa.s 
the same year in wliich Samuel F. B. 
Morse wont to Europe to exhibit his 
now electric telegraph. 'The two in¬ 
ventors met by appointment in I’aris 
and explained tlielr work to each 
otlier. 

Daguerre’s plate was of pure sliver. 
It was tliorouglily cleaned and polisli- 
ed. In a dark room it was nex,t coated 
witli a film deposited liy the vapor of 
lotliii, and tlieii exposed in the camera. 
Still protected from the light, it was 
placed over tlie fumes of hot mer¬ 
cury, whteli developed the image, and 
it was then made permanent witli 
chlorid of gold. 

'Phis process was soon improved, un¬ 
til on briglit days the sitting for a da- 
gueiTootype was reduced to ten, some¬ 
times to five, seconds. Even with this 
short exposure, however, the likeness¬ 
es were remarkable. It is possible to 
assume an artifleial expression and 
hold It for the brief second before a 
modern camera, but to remain motion¬ 
less for tbe long time required for a 
daguerreotype. It was necessary that 
the fe.atures should be in repose in 
their natural position. 

The daguerreotype was a positive, 
impossible to retouch. It was of a 
soft, flesh-llke tone, which even to-day, 
in the specimens of the art preserved 
In o<filectlons and among family relics, 
-wins admiration. The daguerreotype 
gave way t* the cheaper ambrotype, 


wlilcli was on glass, and requirwl a 
dark background to show it off; and 
this in turn was succeeded by the 
glass negative and the paper jxisitive 
print. None of them lias ever attained 
tlie delicacy or the softness of the da- 
guetreotype, and the Frenchman’s 
method, expensive and slow as it is, 
may win its way back into the popu¬ 
larity It had more than half a centiiry 
ago. 

TOBACCO IN GERMANY. 

Over 7,000 Factories Which Employ 
About aOO.OOO Workmen, 

The use of machinery of German, 
French and American designs is com¬ 
mon in the better factories for nil pro¬ 
cesses of tohacoo and cigar manufac¬ 
ture where macliinery lias been found 
practicable. Inquiries made would in¬ 
dicate a desire on the part of the cigar 
and tobacco manufacturer to avail 
himself of lahor-saviiig devices as fai¬ 
ns possible. Ten trade journals de¬ 
voted to toliacoo are published in Ger¬ 
many and are extensively used for ad¬ 
vertising ninehinery and other appli¬ 
ances used by the trade. 

The feeling of hostility and alnriii 
aroused by the introduction of Ameri¬ 
can and British capital, especially in 
cigarette manufacture, in Gej-mnny 
has not wholly subsided. The multi¬ 
tude of small mamifneturers in coun¬ 
try villages and elsewhere—over T.- 
000 factories and 200,<XX) workers, of 
whom lOO.lMHi are on cigars, is referred 
to by the press as the surest defense 
against any general consolidation of 
the totiaoeo business of the empire. 
This feature of Genmiui niaiiiifaotur- 
ing is one sure to attract the notice of 
an American resident and undonhted- 
ly Is to be taken into account In any 
survey of manufacturing in the em¬ 
pire. 

Portions of Baden and that part of 
Bavaria known as the Rhine Pfalz 
form one of the largest and by fai- the 
most important tobacco region of the 
empire. Baden Itself leads ail the 
German States in acreage planted in 
tobacco and in the importance of its 
clgai^ manufacture. Recently publish¬ 
ed statistics for the department of fac¬ 
tory Inspection for Baden sho-w that 
the number of cigar factories In Ba¬ 
den was 729, giving employment to 


other branch of manufacturing in the 
grand duchy.—New York Tribune.
